ABOVE ALL ELSE, MY PHOTOGRAPHS ARE ABOUT HOW THINGS LOOK IN A PHOTOGRAPH, 

THINGS THAT I RESPOND TO; AND ABOUT PHOTOGRAPHY AS A FORM OF VISUAL COMMUNICATION. 
THE IMAGES ARE PRIMARY, THEY DO NOT SERVE ANOTHER PURPOSE, CAUSE OR ISSUE. 
INCREASINGLY, MY INVOLVEMENT WITH PHOTOGRAPHY HAS EVOLVED FROM BEING A PRODUCER OF 
IMAGES TO ONE OF BEING A MEANS OF ENGAGING AND RELATING TO THE WORLD AROUND ME. 

AT TIMES I AM PERTURBED THAT THE IMAGE APPEARS TO BECOME MORE IMPORTANT THAN THE 
SUBJECTS THAT THEY REPRESENT. ULTIMATELY, HOWEVER, THE CONCERN FOR OR APPRECIATION 
OF THE SUBJECT THAT DREW ME TO THE SUBJECT INITIALLY IS ENHANCED BY THE VISUAL 
REPRESENTATION. 

MORE AND MORE, THE WORK DEFINES AND DIRECTS ITSELF, NARROWING THE SCOPE AND 
SEEKING OUT A CONSISTENCY. IT AMUSES ME WHEN OTHERS SUGGEST POSSIBLE SUBJECTS OR

Putting architecture

“My work at the TrUmbull Gallery 
(“The Portrait: three Artists,” 
opening March 3) is all about peo¬ 
ple. In this show I only include a 
few portraits, but there always is 
man’s mark in the picture.” 

Corrigan, son of long-time John 
Carroll University Spanish profes- 
. sor Robert Corrigan, earned a bach¬ 
elor’s degree at JCU (1973) . in 
sociology.

Workshop at Yosemite and was into 
an MFA in photography at the Ro¬ 
chester Institute of Technology 
when he accepted the job at the 
Mayfield Cemetery (serving 
Fairmount Temple and The 
Temple) where he had worked sum¬ 
mers since high school. He started 
teaching photography at Cuyahoga 
Community College in 1976. 

“Somehow all this has worked 
out very well,” he said. “I don’t 
have any time for myself but I love 
it. I always thought Of moving to the 
Southwest some day. Now I feel a 
real sense of commitment here. I 
feel so connected to the Cleveland 
environment, the diversity. It’s as 
though a burden has been lifted.” 

ecent Photographs by,

viewer on a quiet journey through 
urban blight and rural nostalgia; 
from the stately marble stairway of 
Severance Hall to country 
graveyards with crumbling head¬ 
stones; past neon “Jesus Saves” 
signs and shuttered windows clad 
in ivy.

Corrigan, working exclusively in 
black and white with a medium-for¬ 
mal camera, portrays a wide variety 
of subjects with strong contrasts 
and precise detail. Avoiding the 
merely picturesque, he continually 
seeks an element of comment or a 
hidden surprise.

images stresses Cleveland architec¬ 
ture. In some respects it recalls the 
recent exhibition of Robinson’s 
photographic portrait of Cleveland 
at the CMA, and evert offers similar 
views (including one of the Cuya¬ 
hoga County Courthouse stairway 
that Corrigan Showed in the JCC’s 
annual exhibition last Spring). 

, But the human element is far 
more, obtrusively present in Corri¬ 
gan’s prints, even when the figure 
itself is not. Corrigan always is 
pointing out where someone was, or 
how time has left its mark, as on the 
sagging Kentucky tobacco shed or 
the small town storefront. And 
when people do appear, as in the 
portrait of an elderly Georgia farm 
couple reminiscent of Grant Wood’s 


“American Gothic,” they mirror a 
gospel of hard living, dignity and 
self-W6rth. (The show’s portraits 
are from a series of “archetypal 
subjects in rural environments” 
that Corrigan will have in the 
Trumbull Gallery show.) 

Even the pristine and totally sym¬ 
metrical picture of a City Hall inte¬ 
rior with Doric columns beneath an 
arched mural of industrial Cleve¬ 
land throws a twist in the form of 
the wrinkled flag. Look closely at 
the “Shed With Neon Sign” image 
and you see the subliminal mes¬ 
sage, “Christ Is the Answer.” 

Corrigan is not beyond using a 
pun (as in the image of a carved 
tree titled “Grafflttree”) or pathos. 
One Of the show’s most compelling 
images — the personification of 
grief — is a closely Cropped facial 
detail Of a stone guardian lion from 
a tomb irt Spring Grove Cemetery in 
Cincinnati. 

“My photos are leasers.” Corrigan 
said. “They have a lot to do with the 
way We look at things, and the dif¬ 
ference between reality and illu¬ 
sion; and even fantasy. But I try not 
to get too analytical. Mostly I just 
shOot what is there and think about 
it later.”

The perfection of Patrick Cor¬ 
rigan’s photography takes you by 
surprise. 

Corrigan’s subjects range from 
people to western landscapes — 
and he captures both equally well. 
Between the interesting use of 
lighting and the perfection of his 
printing, his work almost looks 
more like drawings or p ain ti n gs 
than photography. 

Corrigan, of Cleveland, has an 
exhibit of 8-by 10-inch 
black-and-white prints on display 
at the Kresge Art Centers 
Lightfantastic Gallery through 
Oct. 5. Art Professor Peter 
Glendinning said Corrigan’s print¬ 
ing technique is amazing. 

“This is a terrific show to start 
the year off with,” Glen dinn i n g 
said. “It’s nice for the students to 
see what perfect black-and-white 
prints are.” 

Glendinning said Corrigan’s 
work is very spiritual and emo¬ 
tional, but also traditional. 

u He strong camera vision, in 
the tradition of Ansel Adam s,” he 
said. 

Light and shadows intertwine to 
give new meaning to everyday 
objects. A beaten door is shrouded 


by a shadow. Light seems to fall 
down an elegant spiral staircase. 

In another print, a man stands 
with three bushel baskets of 
vegetables for sale. The viewer’s 
eye is fascinated and drawn to the 
rugged haggardness of his face and 
the contrast of the smooth, shiny, 
perfect vegetables. 

Corrigan also has an aestheti¬ 
cally pleasing way of using vertical 
lines. The line of fence pickets or a 
wrought-iron door draws the 
viewers eye into the picture. 

Some of his work has a very 
mystic quality. A Mexican church¬ 
yard becomes almost surreal with 
the stark whiteness of the crosses 
and buildings outlined against a 
dusky backdrop. 

Corrigan developed his interest 


in photography while an under¬ 
graduate student at John Carroll 
University in Cleveland. He at¬ 
tended an Ansel Adams workshop 
in California after graduation and 
encouraged by his progress, 
enrolled in the Master of Fine Arts 
program in photography at 
Rochester Institute of Technology. 

Corrigan is currently a photo¬ 
graphy instructor at Notre Dame 
College and Ursuline College in 
Ohio. 

The Ligh tfantas tic Gallery 
exhibits fine contemporary photo¬ 
graphy from across the nation. 
Artists are chosen by the 
lightwriters, a student organiza¬ 
tion devoted to the art of photo¬ 
graphy. 

Glendinning said a wide variety 


of approaches in photography will 
be showcased in the gallery this 
year. The computer-generated 
work of Cambridge, Mass, artist 
Elaine Fisher will be on display 
from Oct. 8 to 26. Sharon Garrison 
Beadmm, of Norfolk, Va. will have 
work capturing a wide collage of 
color on exhibit from Oct. 29 to 
Nov. 16. 

Many Michigan artists are 
featured this year including Garin 
Hamer of Adrian, whose work will 
be displayed Nov. 19 to Dec. 7. 
Alan Zmn, of Flint, will have work 
on display from Jan. 7 to 25. The 
work of Laurie Hirsch-Tennent of 
Troy and Dariene Kacxmarcxyk of 
Grand Rapids both both will be 
featured winter term.
